“With the commencement of 
building operations on the new 
Subway Terminal Building now 
only a few days distant, the op- 
erations of cars and trains through 
the Hollywood-Glandale-San Fer- 


nando Valley tunne] and its con- 
sequent benefits are becoming 
more manifest. By reason of an 
exténsion of time granted the Pa- 
cific Electric by the State Railroad 
Commission, due to a change in

If the progress made by the Pa- 
cific Electric's contractor in bor- 
ing through the tube is maintained 
in the building of the terminal 
and the installation of the tunnel's

No individual traffic project In 
the history of this city ever pre- 
sented so many far-reaching bene- 
fite .as will be forthcoming from 
the toring of this mile-long 
$3,500,000 traffic tube. From a 
traffic relief standpoint it affects 
the removal of some 1200 electric 
ears from the street surface daily 
from two of the most heavily trav- 
eled downtown thoroughfares, Hill 
street and Sixth street.

Better Homes Bureau Offers Suggestion for House 
F urnishing to Meet Needs of Occupant 


“A gpood rule to follow in choos- 
ing furnishings is to avoid any- 


, thing which strikes you as celabo- 


rate, or prominent,” according to 
the bureau. “If a piece of walipa- 
per, furniture, carpet or curtain 
material stands out in a shop, you 
may be quite certain that it will be 
‘even more noticeable in a house. 

“A house may be considered 
properly furnished only when it 
meets the real needs of the oc- 
cupants. Comfortable chairs, s0- 


fas and beds, go00d tables, and 
soft carpets and rugs are the most 
important objects, and these should 
be the best that the family can 
afford. No definite rule can be 
applied to the arrangement of the 
furniture, but balance and -wall 
space should be considered first. 
Where a single opening is placed 
in the center of the wall, or like 
openings at equal distances, the 
wall spaces will be in balance. In 
the case of unequal openings, the 
wall spaces will be out of bal- 
ance.

Huge Tonnage of_ ‘Asphalt 
Goes to Japan 


Southern. Republic Paving | 
Cities of World 
Interior Ships Cotton to 
European Ports

TAMPICO (Mexico) April 11.— 
A new market for Mexican asphalt 
has been opened in Japan. The 
English Silvertedar sailed 
from this port the other day tak- 
ing 1200 tons of asphalt for Yoko- 
hama which, it is said, will be the 


city. It is now claimed that Mex- 
i asphalt is paving the world. 
Engiand,’* France, Belgium and 
Germany have been getting it in 
large quantities for years, and in 
recent years the United States has 
tremendously increased its demand. 
This is said to be the first order 
from the Ortent. ‘ 
While a steady stream of cotton 
shipments for Europe have been 
pouring through this port from in- 
terior Mexico, the English ship 
Spectator last week brought 100 
tons of Egyptian cotton consigned 
to factories in the interior. 

At the forwarding agency which 
handled the imported cotjon it was 
explained that it was very fine long- 
staple cotton which will be mixed 
with Mexican cotton in the weav- 
ing of fine cloths. The fact that 
Mexican mills are requiring mater- 
lals for highest quality products is 
pointed out as another indication 
of progress and prosperity. 


IXTLE FIBER 
Interstate commerce in Mexico is 
picking up. Every week the Com- 
pania Naviera Mexicana, which op- 
erates a number of coasting trad- 
ers, has a boat or two in and out 
of this port, bringing hennequin

That the bumper 
should be just long enough to pro- 
tect fenders and not so long as to 
hinder close work at the curb- 
stone and in traffic, is another im- 
portant rule of bumping. etiquette.

New evidence with which to warn 


using substitute parts instead of 
genuine parts obtained from the 
car manufacturer was obtained last 
week by W. M. Warner of the Cad- 


illac Motor Car Company. Mr. 
Warner sent a messenger out to 
buy a list of twenty-two parts 
from sources other than Cadillac 
dealers. The list included yarying 
Units such as a valve, piston pin 
and nuts to larger pieces such as 
a ring gear and a rear axle shaft. 

“When the parts were received, 
Mr. Warner turned them over to 
Cadiliac inspectors measure- 
ment and for comparison of the 
surface machine work. with the 
Cadillac standards, and without ex- 
ception the parts were returned 
with a rejection card attached,” 
said J. E. Brown, Southern Califor- 
nia manager for Don. Lee. 

“Except In two cases, the pieces 
were examined only for external 
lineal measurements 
and the preparation 6f the surface. 
No metallurgical tests were made, 
for the measurements alone were 
enough to show that the use of 
the parts would be unsatisfactory. 

“In one substitute part was a 
rought surface which, when in- 
stalled, would have come in con-} 
tact with a highly polished sur- 
face. The sample ring gear was 
a full .005 of an inch out of flat, 
and the taper at the end of the 
teeth was not standard, so that if 
it were installed it would be im- 
possible to havé an assembly that 
would run quietly. 

“Even if hand fitting had been 
resorted to to make these parts 
conform to standard, itis very un- 
likely that they would have met 
the Cadiliae metallurgical stand- 
ards. In the Cadillac chassis, for 
example, there are twenty-four dif- 
ferent kinds of steel, each exactly 
fitted to its use, as shown twen- 
ty-two years of experience in the 
Cadillac factory. Every lot of 
metal entering the factory is given 
the most minute microscopic exam- 
ination for freedom from impurities 
and fineness of structure, and after 
manufacture, samples are given 
tests of much greater severity 
than they will receive in actual

“The value of this device is ob- 
vious to those; who understand 
that a drop'of water or a speck of 
dirt on the delicate needle valve of 
the carburetor will clog that in- 
strument, causing the motor to spit 
and sputter and perhaps to stall.”

O OTHER small investment of money 

N and labor has yielded a greater ele- 

7 ment of sheer joyousness and restful- 
ness to our household than our home-made 
pergola, our “secret garden,” and our fish- 
pond made of cobblestones, set in cement. 

Tall ferns, cannas, and umbrella plants in 
tront of a rustie fence and gate hide this 
curden scheme of/ours from the street. The 
xurden fills a long, narrow space between 
our house and the boundary fence in the 
west. The fence is of wire, covered with 
‘ines and roses. A treé@ surrounded by ivy 
stands in the garden, and an ivy-covered 
pergola about ten feet high reaches from 
house to fence. 

Pass through the rustic gate and enter 
the cool, shady, secret garden, where coral- 
stemmed begonias, maidenhair ferns, lady's 
lace and other delicate plants reach per- 
fection. Graceful fronds from the hang- 
ing fernbaskets wave in thé cool breeze. 
Japanese windbells tinkle and rustic tables 


hold boxes of plants that love the partial 
shade, while the ground is checkered with 
sunshine and shadow. Flagstones were set 
in the floor of the garden for paths: scome- 
times blocks of cement from torn-up side- 
walks were use! in place of stones. 

Using cement and rocks, we built a rus- 
tic pool in which we have goldfish. Any- 
one can make a similar pool, as it requires 
only a small amount of cement, some pipe 
or hose, and a moderate amount of fascinat- 
ing work. 

We began by ied a water pipe to the 
southwest cormer of the garden: with a 
three-foot upright pipe, provided with its 
own shut-off. Instead of pipe, a hose might 
be used. This provides for a supply of run- 
ning water to keep the pool clear. We col- 
lected rocks, boulders, shells, and ‘burnt 
bricks, broken and irregular in shape, and 
mixed our cement. Large rocks were laid 
in cement in the.corner around the upright 
pipe, extending six inches above the top of 


the pipe. Side walls about fourteen inches 
thick were extended four feet to north and 
east, gradually sloping to a foot In height 
at the front.,\ 


A front wall, curved 
the sides to form an enclosure where the 
pool Was made. A layer of rocks and ce- 
ment was laid over the enclosed ground to 
form the bottom of the pool. This was 
covered later with a smvoth waterprest ce- 
ment. 


Around the top of the pipe in the corner 
a small pool was made, where birds may 
bathe. The overflow*from this was led 
down a slanting groove, or trench, built in 
the top of the Jeft and front walls, draining 
finally into the pool: Cement bridges, small 
pools, falls, and pretty ames, made this 
waterway attractive. 


Using large flat rocks, we made its re- 
cesses in the left side wall as shown in the 
illustration, where the fish love to hide. In 


the trench of the north wl we planted 


ferns and begonias. 

We made two pools, connected by a small 
drain through which the fish could not pass 
into the lower pool, where we set an up- 


right pipe to carry the overfiow to the gar- 


den. 
To mix the cement for the rockwork, 


one pail of cement to five of a ain oa Rg a 


sand and gravel.

Courses two feet deep were washed 
in the unplanted bank, but the light cover- 
ing of Lippia on the remainder saved it 
from a single wash of even an inch deep.

Accurate Costs Show 
Poultry Pays 


Joe Russel, a member of the Boy's 
cultural Club of the Kern County Union 
High School, Bakersfield, in relating his ex- 
periences in the raising of baby chicks, 
forth an interesting financial statement re- 
garding costs and labor income. Here is 
his story: 

“I bought 100 baby Rhode Island Reds on 
September 23, 1924. They cost me $15. 
For one month I fed them a quart of butter- 
milk each morning and through the day 
about three handfuls of scratch feed in 
some alfalfa leaves so they had to scratch 
for it. After the first week I added a little 


“When they were a month old. I began to 
feed green feed— lettuce, grass clippings, 
and also table scraps from the house. I 
gave them all the grain and mash they want- 
ed. The grain I fed them was mostly wheat, 
which I bought for $3.25 a hundred pounds. 
The mash cost me $3.60 a sack; it was 
“Boys’ Ag. Club” mash mixed specially for 
Agricultural Club members. 

“My pen is about 10x6 feet without an 
addition, which is about 5x10 feet. My 
b r house is 3x6 feet. I used a well- 
knowh make of brooder, putting in a douw- 
ble socket and two 50-watt carbon globes 
instead of tle regular coaloil lamp. This 
method of changing the brooder into an 
electric one was very satisfactory and a 
great adventure in cutting down fire risk. 

“I kept most of my chickens 113 days, 
but began to sell some of them as fryers 
when they were 87 days old, or on Dec>-mber 
20, 1924. Traised 89 chickens out of a hun- 
dred. 


expenses were $46.75. 
$35.25. 

“When I had sold all of my chickens I 
figured up how much it cost to raise a 
pound of chicken and found that it took 3.4 
pounds of grain to make one pound of gain, 
and that 3.4 pounds of grain cost about 
12 cents, or the cost of feed to make one 
pound of chicken. I raised 231.5 pounds of 
live chicken and sold at an average weight 
of about 2.6 pounds each. All together the

chickens ate 789 pounds of grain and grain

“The fryers were sold at from 30 to 35 
cents per pound, so that I had as pay for 
my work between 15 and 20 cents for every 
pound of chicken produced. My records 
show that I spent about 30 minutes a day 
working with the chickens, which would

176 eggs per hen. The owners, Chas. W. 
Peters and his wife, Elizabeth C. Peters, 
declare that only by the most painstaking 
and careful selection, and by continuous 
culling has the result achieved been made 
possible. From a modest beginning in 1910 
with a flock of 300 yearling hens, the Su- 
periar Egg Farm flock has grown to 2000 
breeding hens. 

Kstablishing the enterprise as a commier- 
clal egg plant, the owners have played the 
“game” from thé beginning, having had 
their full sbare of bumps, and they now feel 
that they have been in the poultry business 
long enough to pretty nearly understand the 
needs of the average poultryman. Their 
purpose has been to develop a strain of 
birds that would prove profitable to the com- 
mercial poultryman of the Southwest, a 
strain that would produce eggs in profitable 
quantities—large white eggs of the kind 
that command top prices in any market. 

In the operation of this big poultry plant 
the item of overhead expense has always 
been held at a minimum. It might be in- 
teresting to note some of the methods em- 
ployed to increase the average flock pro 
duction from year to year. Mr. Peters says 
the breeding hens are all two years old or 


‘leven older, and average in weight better 


than four pounds each. They are selected 
for their brightness of eye, width of breast 
and depth of keel, These factors, together 
with smoothness of plumage, and a deep 
red, full, lopped comb, he declares, insure 


vitality and indicate strength to produce 


eges. Vitality of the parent stock is, in 


‘|Mr, Peters’s estimation, the key to success- 


ful breeding. After passing the vitality 
test, the breeding hen on this ranch must 
undergo a test for egg laying ability. She 
must. possess thin, straight pelvic bones, 
with an abdominal capacity of at least three 
fingers, the abdominal capacity being the 
distance between the pelvic and breast 
bones. This, says Mr. Peters, indicates that 
she possesses the capacity to produce eggs. 
Both the vitality and capacity tests are nec- 
essary and essential, one without the other 
being of little value in itself, this breeder 
believes. 

In the breeding operations on Superior 
Egg Farm, a combination of vitality and ca- 
pacity is looked for, as the strength and 
vigor of the parent stock is transmitted to 
the offspring in as great a proportion as is 


| egg-producing capacity. Cockerels used in 


the breeding flock are selected for their vi- 
tality from hens that are known to be ex- 
ceptionally good producers. The early ma- 
turing cockerels ag a rule, other things be- 
ing equal, make the best breeders, accord- 
ing to Mr. Peters’s experience. Their 
weights, he says, run from five to seven 
pounds for cockerels and cock birds. The 
males are selected to conform very closely 
to the Standard of Perfection in appearance, 
with a large, well set, five-point comb, good 
saddle, and well-set tail feathers. They al- 
so possess a broad, full breast, and long 
sloping back. In selecting cockerels, Mr. 
Peters says, his experience has proved that 
the very late moulting hen is very likely to 
be a good producer. Accordingly he selects 
the very choicest of these late moulters and 
mates them with the best cockerels to pro- 
duce cockerels for the following year. In 
this way, he says, he is able to maintain the 
strain and gradually build up in each suc- 
age production. 

Although Mr. Peters does not trapnest 
his birds, neither does he question that the 
trapnest has its place in the poultry indus- 
try. For the production of male birds for 
breeding purposes the trapvest, he be 
lieves is of the utmost value, providing the 
birds are under trapnest for at least a 
three-year period. Except as a more or 
less surface indication of the real worth of 
the bird, trapnesting during the pullet year 
alone, he thinks, is of little value. His ex- 
perience has led him to believe that by 
systematic culling on the basis of capacity 
and pelvic measurements, and by selection 
for vigor and size and high vitality, he can 
build up year by year a flock with a real 
intrinsic value to the commercial poultry- 
man that is greater than is to be realized 
through the use of the trapnest. By his 
plan, he says, he can produce offspring to 
sell to growers at a price well within their 
income. Although the flock average on the 
Superior Egg Farm last year, according to 
Mr. Peters, was better than 175 eggs per 
bird, he says he is sure he can increase 


this in the future without the aid of the; 
trapnest.

Although the best production of rhubarb

In 
fact, several canning firms are already en- 
deavoring to secure by contract northern 
crops of clingstone peaches. .Mr. Hamil- 
ton says that there will be an excellent mar- 
ket for dried apricots and peaches grown 
locally, the demand in Europe for the dried 
product having surpassed that of this coun- 
try the past season. Becanse of lack of 
moisture to date over the State, much small- 
sized fruit is looked for in many orchards, 
therefore drying operations are expected to 
be extensive. Aside from suffering from 
drought, it is said that the apricot trees in 
the northern district have been greatly af- 
fected by the blight known as brown rot.

Batirely asie from aesthetic considera 
tions, it has been demonstrated that the 
commercial production of flowers, even on 
a small scale, offers a most satisfactory re- 
turn, in the way both of physical and finan- 
cial well being, to those who venture into 
this activity. Farm women will find that 
flower culture can be made to yield a profit, 
since there is always a market for plants 
and flowers, especially where the grower 
lives besides a main-traveled highway or ad- 
jacent to dependable trade centers. The 
daily quota of floral offerings can always be 
sold to best advantage through the medium 
of a strictly home market. 


The growing season, which is a continn- 
ous one throughout the fertile valleys of- 
Southern California, makes possible a sys- 
tem of selective analysis and specializat 
combined with a sales method best suit 
to the grower’s individual requirements. 
Consequently, there are those who special- 
ize in the production of blossoms from early 
opring bulbs, daffodils, narcissus and the 

e. 
| There are growers of gladiolus, of dah- 
lias (and it is well to note that many of the 
finest dahlias that are being shown are 
products of California gardens) as well as 
the growers of zinnias, marigolds, cannas, 
asters and the numerous salable flowers 
that produce so lavishly during the summer 
and early fall. We also have the special- 
ists who bring to absolute perfection the in- 
finite varieties of chrysanthemums that are 
so dominant a trade factor in the fall mar- 
kets. Regardless of the limitations of the 
calender, in flelds that stretch to the far 
horizon, other growers continue the unceas- 
ing harvest from carnations, sweet peas 
and calendulas. Violets that come, dewy 
and fresh from the flelds, bring the aroma 
and promise of springtime when chill win- 
ter reigns in other regions. 

Allied with these there are growers who 
produce the asparagus fern, the smilax and 
similar greenery and trailing vines that are 
so much in demand for decoration and bonu- 
quet making. Still other growers, notably 
those who have but little time to devote to 
the work, find that a hedge of poinsettias, 
hydrangeas, or a few clumps of papas 
grass, bring in gratifying revenue. 

Where shrubbery or ornamental trees are 
desired, the gardenia, or Cape Jasmine, and 
Acacia Bailyana will*increase the grower’s 
bank. account.

The 
stems are a beautiful cherry red their en- 
tire length, and the skin is so tender that 
peeling is not only unnecessary but actu- 
ally undesirable. The cooked sauce retains 
the cherry red color. While it has an excel- 
lent rhubarb flavor, the sauce is not nearly 
so acid as that of ordinary varieties, hence 
much less sugar is required. Analyses 
made by the Bureau of Chemistry show 
that Cherry has from 20 to 40 per cent less 
acid than other varieties.

Fur from domesticated wild 
animals is a new business for the world in 
general and for California in particular. 


During the past three years there have 


been brought in or produced in California 
many thousands of dollars worth of silver 
black foxes. It is common knowledge that the 
scarcity of furs taken from the wilds is not 
a “scarehead” but an actuality. The re- 
gions where fur bearers are to be found 
are gradually and universally being 
claimed and settled by man. The fact that 
nearly every fur bearing animal is so con- 
(stituted that it will not become accustomed 


/te man and the added fact that man will ex- 


terminate it if he gets the opportunity, 
forces the animals into regions where con- 
ditions are not suited to them so that they 
soon disappear. The beaver; marten, 
muskrat, mink and fisher of the United 
States afford examples of this. Nowhere 


in the United States is trapping today a 


substantial occupation and the Canadian 
wilds are less productive every year. This 
leaves as the main source of supply for a 
not-distant future the raising of animals in 
captivity. 

_ Careful study has been made of the needs 
and requirements of fur-bearing animals 
and certain axioms in the relation to each 
of the mote common varieties are well 
known. among fur farmers. The animals 
may be raised in localities where their nat- 
ural conditions are reproduced. Food can 
be supplied them whereby a more luxur- 
lant pelt may be produced than if they 
were in the wilds and the pelts may be 
taken at the time when they are in their 
prime and in a humane method. The ad- 
vantages of the ranch-raised animals are 
mumerous the fur men say. 

Efficient steps toward the domestication 
of the fur-bearing animals are now being 
taken in the United States. The Biologi- 
cal Survey operates ranches on which the 
‘animals are thoroughly studied, where diets 
Are tested and diseases treated and where 
experimentation is constantly going on. The 
Commission of Conservation in Canada is 
doing the same work in that country as is 
the Biological Survey in the United States,

noted around Santa Ana and Huntington 
Beach due to real estate subdivision activi- 
ties and oi] land exploitation, respectively. 
Over 2500 acres have gone out of agricul- 
tural production in and around the city of 
Santa Ana, while 1600 acres have been 
taken up for other purposes in the Hunt- 
Ventura county’s gain was 143 farms, 
chiefly in the Fillmore, Piru and Santa 
Paula districts. The total number of farms 
reported in the recent survey was 1686. 
Although there has been an extensive de- 
velopment of water for irrigation in Ven- 
tura county, and a turn to new crops, lit- 
tle subdivision of the already large hold- 
ings have been noted. It is expected that 
another five years will see an influx of new 
farmers into this county, as the prospects 
for intensive farming in this section of the 
Southland are considered favorable. 


San Luis Obispo has a total of 2092 
farms—an increase of 289 farms. The late 
development in this county has been 
around Arroyo Grande, Paso Robles and 
Atascadero. Spring and summer vege 
tables, such as peas, lettuce and artichokes, 
are responsible for Arroyo Grande’s prog- 
ress, while new plantings of trees, espe- 
cially almonds, account largely for the 
new farms in the other districts. 

The 1925 census shows a net decrease 
140 farms in Santa Barbara county, but 
this loss is explained by the fact that, due 
to subnormal rainfall during the past few 
years, much of the dry-farmed land is ly- 
ing idle at the present time. The cattle 
industry of the county, too, has been rather 
hard hit. The total number of farms re- 
ported in 1925 was 1326. But offsetting, 
in a measure, these losses has been the 
development of the Santa Maria and Santa 
Ynez valleys in the northern part of the 


‘county, and some increase in orchard 


acreage around Carpinteria and Goleta. As 
in Ventura county, Santa Barbara county's 
future appears to be in the development of 
her coastal lands and coastal valleys, es- 
pecially for the production of spring and 
summer vegetables. Significant advances 
in this direction have already been made. 

And now we come to Los Angeles coun- 
ty, where the census figures tell the story 
of urban expansion at the expense of agri- 
cultural production in some districts, al- 
thoygh the more intensive utilization of 
other lands lying farther away from met- 
ropolitan Los Angeles has been such that 
the county shows a net gain in number of 
farms of 642, with a total of 13088. At-

Blackberry Production Records 
Broken at La Habra

The 
usual procedure is to irrigate every two or 
three weeks during the fall and winter sea- 
son, then to give more frequent applications 
as the picking season approaches, but on 
the Subtropic Farms, frequency of applica- 
tion is not a matter of time, but one of nec- 
essity. Mr. Reynolds has soil tests made 
regularly in his fields by an expert during 
the fall and winter months and when the 
moisture content drops below a certain lev- 
el, water is applied.

Other Gold 
Medal cows are Oxford Dame Eva, with 
704 pounds of fat from 14,900 pounds of 
milk in a year, and Imperial Greba Pogis, 
a 99-year-old cow with a year’s production 
of 709 pounds. of fat from 17,272 pounds of 
milk. Mr. Wool reports that four cows 
have recently finished their tests with from 
600 to 700 pounds of fat in a year. A re- 
markable record is being made by Sybil’s 
Brown Belle, a 9-year-old cow that started 
her yearly test July 12, 1924, and which to 
March 1, of this year, had produced 566 
pounds of fat from 10,111 pounds of milk.

Official slaughter figures under the Federal 
meat inspection covering the calender year 
1924 have just been issued by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, United States Depart: 
ment of agriculture. Compared with the 
preceding year, 1923, the figures show sub- 
stantial increases in all classes of animals 
except swine. The increase for cattle, 
calves and sheep approximate half a million 
in each case, while ‘there is a similar de- 
crease in the case of hogs. Thus there 
is a net increase of close ujfon 1,000,000 for 
all animals. It will be recalled that the 
swine slaughter for 1923 was several mil- 
lions higher than for any previous year, 80 
that the 1924 total, although slightly less, ig 
still close to the record. The monthly fig- 
uses for 1924, however, disclose a new high 
record for swine slaughter in December 
last. The federally inspected hog kill for 
that month totaled 6,600,306, which is ap 
proximately 700,000 greater than for any 
previous month on record. 


With 9,000,000 cattle already under su- 
pervision for the eradication of tuberculosis, 
veterinary officials of the United States 
Department of Agriculture and the various 
States are making efforts to meet the con- 
tinued demands for additional testing.

content, which is usually an index to im- 
proper methods of production. 


when followed will give satisfactory results. 
Following the milking operations, the uten- 
sils are rinsed with cold water to remove 
the milk, then scrubbed in warm water con- 
taining washing powder. They are again 
washed in clean water, then placed in a 
dairy sterilizer of a size suitable to the in- 
dividual conditions. The utensils should 
so be placed that they will drain off all 
moisture following sterilization. 

To secure the most effective steriliza- 
tion a temperature of at least 212 deg. 
Fahrenheit must be attained and held for 
thirty minutes. There are many efficient 
machines on the market. The writer has 
used one of them with satisfaction, having 
obtained a temperature as high as 248 deg. 


Common Type of Sterilizer. 
It is suitable for dairies of fram twenty to 
twenty-five cows, and being double-jacketed,

tion the lid of the sterilizer is raised about 
two inches, a clean board being used, to 
permit the steam to escape. This permits 
the metal to become thoroughly dry. The

and udders washed and dried. The milik- 
ers may not wear white suits, but the care- 
ful dairyman will employ the kind that keep 
personally clean. He will use the “dry 
hand” method for milking when not equipped

The milking machine is an acknowledged 
labor-saving device,-but unless properly 
cared for will be a continuous source of bac- 
terial contamination. The entire machine 
should first be rinsed with cold water to re- 
move the milk, then scrubbed and brushed 
in warm washing solution, followed by 
rinsing in hot, clean water. Then it should 
be properly sterilized. Rubber tubing 
should .be sterilized separately, care being 
taken not to heat to over 165 to 175 deg. Fah- 
renheit. Machine and tubing must then be 
placed in a clean dust-proof room until 
ready for use. At least once every two 
weeks the vacuum line must be cleaned 
out with hot water, followed by steaming, 
the pipe line being an ideal home for many 
a fly or spider.

A New Sugar 


A new process of making a novel sugar 
has been perfected at the research depart- 
ment of the United States Bureau of Stand- 
ards. The sugar is levulose and is made 
from artichokes. The molecules of ordinary 
cane and beet sugar are composed of 
twelve atoms of carbon with oxygen and 
hydrogen attached. When such sugar is 
placed in a warm place with acid it is 


broken into two molecules with six atoms 


each. One of these is called dextrose, 


‘meaning right-handed, and the other levu- 
lose, left-handed. They are so called be---/ 
cause of the different way they twist a ray 
Of ‘polarized light. Cane and beet sugar 


are so broken down in the stomach. 
Dextrose, or glucose as it is generally 
called, is made commercially by the action 
warm acid on starch obtained from po 
tatees or corn. Now the artichoke contaihs 
“tmulin,” a substance something like starch 
but breaking down into levulose instead of 
dextrose. This discovery may prove of 
commercial importance because sugar cane 
can be grown only in warm countries and 
sugar beets only in,t-mperate climates. But 
artichokes can be grown anywhere between 
equator and the arctic. Besides, the ex-

Many habits are easily formed but to break 
some of them requires as much violent ef- 
fort as to belittle the explosion caused by 
the tearing asunder of an atom—a truly cos- 
mic catastrophe is sometimes necessary to 
pry us loose from a fixed spot. 

We are not born with habits. We have 
to acquire them. The higher impulses are 
congenital. We eat, we move about, we 
cry and smile. These impulses are the bas- 
is of our habits. The suckling infant be- 
comes graduated, on reaching a greater age, 
to the fork and knife stage. Their proper 
rion for civilization. . 


We have not only physical habits to es- 
tablish but have to form mental ones as 
well. The genius that presides at our birth 
fs not a fairy godmother who distributes 
material things but we are at the mercy of 
the genius who gives us varying types of 
mental gifts. She has a wide range, vary- 
ing from those that make us mentally in 
type like the weathervane to the type of 
the mule. 


Some of us are born with cheerful mental 
trends and others among us start life with 
the traditionally known perpetual grouch. 
On our inherited mental traits we have to 
build our future mental and physical life. 
To inherit a definite mental handicap is a 
misfortune to overcome with difficulty. To 
every mother her child is an angel born. 
To the doctor and neighbors the case may 
look different. 

Habits are formed by the constant repeti- 
tion of definite thoughts and actions. Sup- 
pose that were not the fact. We would have 
to ponder ‘and hesitate before performing 
“the simplest act. There would be left no 
time for free and original actions and 
thought. 

Suppose that every time we willed to 
cross. a street we would have to stand and 
plan a mode for crossing over to the op- 
posite corner? . That might help solve the 
Los Angeles traffic problem but would 
leave less time for other actions, 

‘We would be in the position of the late 
Prof. William James, who told this story of 
himself. He was in the habit of walking 
down a certain street from his home to the 
Harvard campus without any variation for 
a number of years. He left the college 
building one day to find it to be raining. He 
thought to take a short cut to reach his 
home. After long wanderings on this sup 
posed shorter route he found himself at his 
doorstep, realizing that he had circled abaut 


. wntil he had found the origimal and accus- 


% 


tomed street and that he had walked down 
that well-known path before he had found 
himself at home. 

One of the earliest habits formed by hu- 
man beings is walking. The child engaged 
in this undertaking makes many and varied 
movements before his steps become sure. 
This is one of the grossest forms of muscu- 
lar co-ordination. In later life the child may 
develop his muscular acts to such a pre 
cision that he can perform delicate feats 
such as trapeze performing or tight-rope 
walking. The-sleight-of-hand performer, the 
sharpshooter, the diamond cutter, the watch 
maker, and many other men who engage in 
delicate work have learned to use fine mus- 
cular adjustments, te form habits out of 
the primary muscular movements. 


Mental habits must be built up just as 
physical ones are built, often by long and 
painful processes. Mental habits when 
well established are harder to break up 
than purely physical ones. . 

The time to establish good habits is from 
the cradle to the grave. After maturity is 
reached we have become pretty nearly au- 
tomata. One unkind philosopher has told 
us that the spinal cord is the only brain we 
use. 
Habits ean be formed in children who can- 
not make the effort to establish their own 
habits. Self-indulgence starts with the in- 
different or overindulgent parent who 
doesn’t use firmness in creating good habits 
in his offspring. For the child to. establish 
habits is pretty nearly a subconscious proc- 
ess. For the adult it becomes increasingly 
difficult to make changes in thought and ac- 
tion. 

There is only one rule for the formation 
of habits. That is to actively focus in our 
minds the desired action and never to de- 
viate from that intention. William James 
gives an illustration about habit fixation. He 


talks about the winding up of a ball of yarn - 


and then letting it drop and unravel, to be 
picked up, wound again, again allowed to 
unravel—getting, nowhere! 

. When the simple habits of childhood are 
formed we are faced with the social habits 
of the adult. These are formed chiefly in 
the adolescent period. This is the period of 
mental and often physical chaos. This is 
the time the human child dreams day 
dreams. These dreams range from ideas 
of exaggerated personal value to those of 
self-abasement and negation. In the first 
case the parent is often at fault because to 
him his child is a genius no matter how 
slight is the talent developing in the child. 
Disillusionment may come early if one’s 
powers are overestimated. Then follow de- 
pression and discouragement. Bumping up 
against the hard world has polished many 
a darling child whose virtues and value 
were in the rough. 

Out of the tangle ideas and habits of the 
adolescent mind must be built order. This 


requires straight thinking 
and good guidance toward 
end. It needs clear- 
sighted parents and teach- 
ers. There would be less 
of bad mental habits if 
there weré less false mod- 
esty. 
: The term, habit, has fall- 
en into rather unsavory ré- 
pute. In the parlance of 


“habit” generally means ac- 


tion ‘that we would not approve in others 
but which we condone in oursolves. 


Contrary to the popular belief, the nerv- 
ous person may be most precise in his phy- 
sical habits. He is often fixed in his way of 
doing or thinking. He resents changes. The 
worthy housewife who washes «dishes by 
clock and cleans house by the calendar 
is often of unstable nervous temper. She is 
apt to be miserable if there is any varia- 
tion in her household routine. Her hus- 
band and children suffer from her fixity, 
muddy feet being taboo. : 


One man was so precise in his habits 
that he would never get out of bed except 
with his right foot first. His right stocking 
and shoe went on his foot first, he brushed 
the right side of his head first. He never 
sat on the left side of a table. On the street 
car he would stand rather than take a seat 
on the left side of the car 


Our habits range from the thumb-sucking 
which psycho-analysts would have us be- 
lieve is a form of sex gratification to pipe- 
smoking of later years. Habits that hamper 
our physical and mental growth should be 
shed as outworn garments. 

Often an emotional stimulus is needed to 
break up a bad habit. The mother of an 
awkward boy thinks that her son's new 
hairdress is due to her patient effort in 
pleading for him to comb his wild locks. 
The girl arotnd the 
corner probably had a 
lot ‘more to do with 
that reformation. If 
we coukd put an emo- 
tional stimulus back | 
of every bad habit 
better results would 
be probably had in 
breaking them. Many 
people cannot lift 
themselves out of the 
ruts they have gotten 
into. We all need 
some help in this 
fashion. Great emo 
tional awakenings 
help toward reforma- 
tions. The _ revival 
meetings. of various 
denominations find 
the town drunkard in 
the first row. Politi- 
cal conventions make 
us take better part in 
governing our coun- 
try, even revolutions 
have to come about 
to give a country a 
needed houseclean- 
ing.

One of the first requisites, however, not 
only for this patient but for anyone else 
who contemplates a fast, is a _ positive 
frame of mind. Whoever enters a fast with

Hair Colors

Dear Doctor: : 
I recently noticed an article in “Care of | 


the Body” in which the statement was made 


that the color and texture of the hair of a 
person depends upon the diet. 

I am very light-haired. Could you recom- 
mend any fodds or a class of foods which 
would tend to make the hair darker? 

Second: when I make a meal of fruit 
alone, (usually apples or oranges—other 
fruits act the same way, too,) after having 


‘eaten nothing for seven or eight hours, I 


am troubled with a formation of gas on the 
‘bowels, several hours after eating the fruit. 

Is this merely the action of the fruit, 
cutting away the wastes frof@| the former 
meal, or what? 


This letter is unique in so far as :* asks a 
question seldom offered. Does the color of 
the hair depend upon diet? 

To arbitrarily answer yes or no is im- 
possible. Al) that I can do is to merely 
throw some additional light upon a number 
of observable facts. 

For instance, we know that the great ma- 
jority of children are born blueeyed and 
with lighter hair than they -ultimately de- 
velop years later. That is, the new born 
child has hair and eyes of lighter color than 
he has in after life. 

Many thinkers of natural therapeutics 


attribute the later darkening of the hair 


to dietetic indiscretions. Of course, this 
contention is impossible of proof or demon- 
stration. 

On the other hand, color and texture of 
the hair is both racial and climatic. People 
of warmer countries have hair more darkly 
pigmented. Those of the colder: countries 
tend more toward blond or lighter colors. 

The exposure to the sun is a strong in- 
fluence as exposure tends to darken. The 
blood sends the color pigments through the 
tissues to protect them against certain de 
structive rays found in sunlight. It is this 
pigment which gives the coat of tan to the 
skin when exposed to the sun. 

To the best of my knowledge, 1 know of 
no foods which will make the biond er 
change to brunette.

Scientific observers a indeed said that 
the milk supply is slightly impaired from 
a@ nervous or neurotic standpoint during the 
period, but not necessarily is it unfit for in- 
fantile consumption. 

Therefore, permit me to enlighten moth- 


I shall have to admit, however, that it 
presages the cessation of the nursing func- 
tion within a relatively short _beriod; gen- 
erally a few months. 

A woman who has not had a return of the 
period, all other factors being even, will be 
able to nurse her baby more satisfactorily 
than one who has had it return.

~ REAKFAST is served at the Sierra 
Club commissary from 6:30 to 8; 
but anyone who wants to be off on 
the trail in the “early morning 
hours” can get a cup of coffee and a “bite” 
of some sort at almost “any old time.” So 
many of us are away in the depths of the 
Giant Forest when the sun is just beginning 
to silver the tops of the trees. We carry 
lunches, for the circuit we are to make is a 
long one, some twelve or fifteen miles—no 
mean tramp for the first day out. It is a 
tramp which must be taken a er 
there is much to see. 

‘There are about 1,000,000 big trees of all 
sizes in the Sequoia National Park, distrib- 
uted in twelve different groves—12,000 of 
them being more than ten feet in diameter.. 
Half the total number are within the lim- 
its of the Giant Forest, among them being 
the largest trees on earth. The Giant For- 
est covers a little more than seven square 
miles, and practically every part of it is 
reached by road or trail. 

Our start is from the Sierra Club Camp 
at Crescent Meadow. This is one of the 
largest of the openings of its sort in the 
Giant Forest. It is about half a mile long, 
less than half that across at its widest, and, 
as its name indicates, crescent-shaped, with 
the horns at the north and south extremi- 
ties. The forest hems it in on all sides like 
. @ wall—ever encroaching upon its area, and 

~ destined in the not very distant future to 
swallow it up. Where the meadow is wet 
and marshy, as much of it is, it bears a 
pink-and-white embroidered coverlet of 
shooting stars, or a green-and-white cloak of 
false hellebore—the great leaves furnishing 
the green and the tall waving flower plumes 
the white. Where the ground is less 
marshy—mostly along the borders—troops 
of tiger lilies fling: out their black-brown- 
dotted orange trumpets. 

We cross the meadow from the club com-__¢ 
- missary and pick up the trail on the east 
side, The trail strikes northward, keeping 
as near to the margin of the meadow as the 
dry ground will allow. We are among the 
big trees at once, some of which rank with 
the largest in the forest. Among them is. 
the President Cleveland, which impresses 
us by its size and sturdiness. It stands a 
few rods to the east of the trail,and such is 
its position that we. do not see the placard 
bearing its name; but such is its size and 
dignity that we leave the path in order 
that we may view it more closely. And we 
are not satisfied until we have completely 
circled it. 

The trail follows around the north horn 
of the crescent where the latter circles to 
the west, turning northward again about 
- where the meadow comes to a point. We 

are scarcely ever out of sight of some of the 
big trees. They stand scattered ‘here and 
there among the more numerous pines, firs, 
and incense cedars, all of which seem vast- 
ly tall—an effect which is heightened by the 
trunks being almost bare of limbs for the 
first 100 feet from the ground. A solemn 
' stillness is in the morning air. 

The pines, firs and incense cedars are 
nowle® trees, and where they stand apart 
from theif greater brethern, the. sequoias,

they claim all our homage for impressive: 


ness; but in the company of the big trees 
they drop into the background of our con- 
sciousness, and we find ourselves doing rev: 
The latter 
have an individuality and a dignity that is 
all their own. We catch sight of one stand- 
ing at some distance from the trail, among 
the other trees. Its massive, clean-barked 
flawless trunk enthralis us, and we uncon- 
sciously stop to admire. If things eternal 
deserve our reverence, fhen we go not far 


_ astray when we stop to commune with 


these giant sequoias. 

Somewhat more than a mile north of 
Cfescent Meadow we come to a locality 
where within a radius of half a mile stand 
‘more trees of giant size than on any equal 
area on earth. There are some spots—as 
in the case of the group called “The Con- 
gress”"—where they are attually crowding 
one another for room. Twos, threes, and 
fours, that stand so close together as to 
form single trunks for many feet upward, 
are common. In the center of this region is 
Circle Meadow, upon which the forest is 
ever encroaching. I camped there fourteen 
years ago, and in the comparatively brief 
time which has passed since then, the for- 
est seems to appreciably crept in on 
the open space. 


Among the many giants which stand in. 


this grove are several of especially com- 
manding presence, all of which are honored 
with names: Abraham Lincoln, thirty-one 
feet in diameter, strong, straight and stur- 
dy, and standing at the end of a little open- 
ing, where we get an almost “unobstructed 
view of it from buttressed base to the crown 
of the dome-like top; 
not quite so massive of trunk as the Lin- 
coln, but the tallest tree of all the Giant 
Forest, towering skyward 291 feet: Gen- 
eral Washington, a monument of imposing 
dignity! 

From the McKinley tree, a. trail leads us 
northward to the General Sherman tree— 
now generally admitted to be the largest 
tree in the world, and also the oldest living 
thing. Other trees may be taller—the Mc- 
Kinley by some ten or twelve feet, for in- 
stance; other trees may have as great a 
diameter at the base—the Grizzly Giant of 
the Mariposa Grove is in this class; but for 
sustained size and proportion it easily out- 


distances all other trees in the world. It 


stands in the midst of the forest. Once at 
its foot there was alittle meadow, which 
centuries ago was overrun by the onward- 
marching trees. Where this little meadow 
used to run, man has cleared a narrow lane 
running away from the base of the giant 


sequoia; and from the far end of this ver- 
Ral canal, by throwing our heads backward 


until our necks ache, we can look at the 
crown. of the Monarch of the Forest. He 
looks hoary and aficient: although fire has 
left its scars on his foot, there is no air 
of senility about him. He stands straight 
and firm, and seems good for as great a 
span of future years as the reach of those 
_he has already numbered. And yet his be- 
ginning was perhaps not less than a thous- 
and years before the Children of Israel went

No camera does justice to the 
To take in the full height of one 
ants, we point the lens upward;

umn that seems to lean away from us. Our 
eyes are lenses, it is true, but brain makes 
the proper adjustment in the pictures they 
transmit. So, while the photographs of the 
big trees are almost universally disappoint- 
ing, the actual sight of the giants them- 
selves is always impressive and awe-inspir- 
ing. | 

The Sherman Tree is nearly three miles 
north of the Giant Forest postoffice, from 
which point there is a good auto road—that 
extends on northward to the Marble Fork, 
a further distance of three miles. At the 
Sherman Tree we are near the northern 
limit of the big trees in the Giant Forest 
group, so we will take the road southward, 
toward the postoffice. It is a wonder road, 
a winding one: here it loops around the 
head of some canyon; there it slips in be- 
tween two giant trees where there is just 
room enough to pass; and yonder it tra- 
verses an avenue bordered by pines and firs 
whose tops meet and form a canopy high 
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tendent are also here, where 
maps of the park and genera! in- 
formation concerning it may be 
obtained. 

The village is at the lower end of a long 
narrow meadow, up to whose border the 
sequoias march in: stately array, among 
them being some of the finest in all the 


forest, The meadow itself is a flower gar- — 


den, where asters, shooting stars, and 
er moisture-loving ones of Mother Nature’s 


children are out on their spring revels. 


Three miles south of the village is Moro 
Rock. There is a fine road thither. We 
would prefer a trail. But as we are in the 
“big woods” all the way, we do not mind 
the road so very much, although it is an- 
noying to have the toot of an auto horn 
warn us to get out of the way—perhaps 
just when we have stopped to admire some 
especially fine forest giant. The “Three 
Graces” stand close beside this road; also 
the prostrate tree known as “Auto Log”—be- 
cause, on account of its size and position, 
an automobile can be driven out upon it— 
lies near where we pass. 


While still nearly a mile away from Moro 


‘Rock we come to the forks of the road. One 


fork leads eastward to Crescent Meadow; 
the other southward to Moro Rock. At this 
point there is a large grove of sequoias. 
While none of them reaches the great size 
of the Sherman Tree, or of several of them 


in the vicinity of Circle Meadow, yet many | 


of them are quite worthy to be counted in 
the same company. 

A series of stairways leads to the top of 
Moro Rock, running up along sharp 
ridge on the north side, and making the 
summit accessible to many persons who 
otherwise would be denied the joy of the 
wonderful view to be obtained from there. 
Until the stairways were built. 

It is late in the afternoon when we reach 
the top of Moro Rock. But that is the very 
best time of the day for the visit, for then 
the glow of the sunset is on the Great West- 
ern Divide—some fifteen miles to the east- 
ward. The range makes a rugged skyline, 
with Triple-Divide Peak, Lippincott Moun- 
tain, Old Sawtooth, and a troop of lesser 
points, all more or less snow-covered. It 
is a graphical definition of “Siérra. Nevada” 
“White Sawtooth Range.”

ICE AGE FREAKS CAUSE 
GOOD OR BAD CROPS

Avenue, Los Angeles 
Ice, in some places more than 
a-mile high, which moved over 
the Middle West some 60,000 years 
ago, is the underlying cause of 
the fertility of the region, accord- 
ing to scientists. It is explained 


that the glaciers cut down the 
hills, filled in the valleys and 
ground up and mixed the rock, 
“thus preparing the soil for the 
coming of man. un- 
touched by. the« ciers, it is de- 


clared, are less fertile than those 
which were once covered with ice. 
The pressure exerted by the ice 
was so great that hugé rocks were 
ground to powder, making a fer- 
tile soll for the raising of rich 
crops and fat cattle. It is esti- 
mated that the drifts extended as 
far south as the Ohio River, and 
that after they retreated, for some 
unknown cause, much of this re- 
gion was covered by an inland sea 
for many years. 
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
